The Mohammedans have a great 
ethical work called “El Ktab,”’ which 
defines the essentials for feminine 
loveliness as follows: 

“Four things must be of clack color— 
hair, eyes, eyelashes and eyebrows. 
Four things must be white —skin, 
teeth, hands and the iris. Four things 
must be red—lips, tongue, gunms and 
cheeks, Four things must be round— 
read, neck, arm and_ ankle. Four 
things must be slender—fingers, arins, 
legs and the back.”

Pursuant to a custom as old as our 
oldest voters, our representative to the 
General Court has been chosen in a way 
to give Andover the choice of three 
years to North Andovei’s two. When 
Middleton was taken into our district in 
1896, the same plan was retained with 
one year for Middleton. 

Each town always supported the man 
the town in line chose, and the incumb- 
ent in office stepped gracefully down 
and out at the,end of his term, until 
1899, when Andover split over an at- 
tempt for her man to hold office longer, 
but decided in our favor; therefore 
there never has been a break in the 
custom. Our citizens believe’ there 
should be none now. 

If the towns ever shall wish to choose 
the nominee at large, let warning be 
given at the beginning of a man’s term 
rather than at the end when further 
favor cannot squarely continue. 

A departure from past custom at this 
time seems to our people grossly unfair, 
unjust, and certain to make a breaeh 
between the two towns hard to heal, 
for we believe every voter will feel 
keenly fer weal or woe his treatment at 
your hands. 

That the present incumbent should 
advise you as we wish seems to be con- 
sistent with his own sense of right in 
1899, as evidenced herewith. 

Andover Townsman, Friday, Sept. 29, 
1899, referring to caucus 
evening, Sept. 27, 1809: 

“Mr. Cole read a letter from fthe 
Chairman of the Republican Town com- 
mittee of North Andover, saying that it 
was the sense of the ‘town of North 
Andover that they have the representa- 
tive this year and that the matter would 
be brought before the District com- 
mittee.

A word of explanation is not out of 
place regarding “rights” that any par- 
ticular town may have to the nomin- 
ation in the 8th Representative District 
this year. In 1896 at the convention 
held in Andover to nominate a candidate 
for representative the question came up 
of apportioning the ten years for which 
the new district of Andover, North 
Andover, and Middleton was established 
under the census of 1895.

Statistics of Teachers. 

According to the census bulletin pre- 
pared by Professor Walter T. Wilcox 
of Cornell, there were in the United 
States in 1900 424,422 white, 21,267 
negro, 384 Italian and 60 Mongo-

He be- 
Neved that he had both of these quall- 
tles and that they were the secrets of 
his success.

The New Mosquito Killer. 

Dr. J. A. White of the marine hos- 
pital service announced officially that 
the new mosquito exterminator known 
as culicide discovered by Dr. Mims, 
chemist for the New Orleans board of 
health, would be adopted by the gov- 
ernment. This disinfectant is com- 
posed of equal parts of carbolic acid 
and gum camphor, but must be han- 
dled with extreme care owing to its 
explosive character, 

New Facts About Pneumonia. 

The medical commission composed of 
such doctors as Janeway and Hiss of 
New York, Osler of Baltimore, Theo- 
bald Smith of Boston, Mueser of Phil- 
adelphia, Billings of Chicago and sev- 
eral others who were appointed by the 
New York board of health last October 
to investigate pneumonia has made its 
first report for the publication known 
as Experimental Medicine, published 
under the auspices of the Rockefeller 
Institute of Research. According to 
this report, it is no longer to be ques- 
tioned that the disease of pneumonia 
is due to micro organisms and that con- 
tagion must be the result of communi- 
cation direct or indirect from one hu- 
man being to another. The conclusion 
is also that these diseases of the re- 
spiratory organs should be to a greater 
or less extent preventable. The organ- 
isms of pneumonia are present to 4 
large extent in the organs of healthy 
persons. This increases the difficulty 
of prevention. The report finds that in 
the last twenty years, during which 
the general death rate of New York 
has fallen off 25 per cent, the death 
rate from respiratory diseases has in- 
creased over 100 per cent. In a special 
report Dr. Hiss says that practically 
every person acts as host at some time 
or other to these microbes and thut the 
germs from the mouth of a healthy 
person are as fatal when injected into 
a white mouse as those from a severe 
case of pneumonia. The way in which 
the germs reach the lungs is not yet 
understood. The germs are able to live 
in dryf saliva and thus might be 
breathed in as dust, but theyidie within 
an hour under direct action of the sun- 
light or diffused daylight. 

Peary Having Trouble. 

Captain Bartlett of Peary's arctic 
steamer Roosevelt, in a letter dated at 
Etah, north Greenland, said that the 
boilers of the steamer were not work- 
ing satisfactorily and that the ship had 
grounded in North Seas bay, but was 
refloated without damage. Ice floes 
were unusually heavy for this season.

In the Methodist Episcopal churches 
throughout the country a new officially 
sanctioned kymn book has just gone 
into general use. It contains more 
than 800 hymns, some of which were 
written by authors who were never 
known as religious writers.

W. Gilder and Rudyard Kipling. Many 
of the hymns are by Fanny Crosby, 
the blind authoress. By far the greater 
number are. still credited to Wesley 
and Watts.

The Japanese battleship Mikasa, To- 
go's flagship during the war with Rus- 
sia, caught fire at night while at an- 
chor in Sasebo harbor and sunk with 
all on board «after her magazine had 
exploded. The admiral was not on 
board at the time. 

The Rand powder mills at Fair- 
chance, Pa., including ten buildings, 
blew up, killing twenty-five employees. 

The worst accident in the history of 
New York's elevated railroad occurred 
when a downtown train on Ninth ave- 
hue, which was switched unexpectedly 
into Fifty-third street through some 
error of signals as yet unexplained, 
was derailed.

DEEP DIVING FEATS.

At what depth can a diver carry out 
his functions? Hou long can he remain 
under the surface? What is the effect 
of high air pressures on the human 
system? One well known firm of sub- 
marine engineers limits the depth ut 
descent to 25 fathoms, or say, 150 fi. 
But operations have been carried out 
at greater depths than this, and per- 
haps the greatest distance below. the 
surface at which a diver has succecd- 
ed in working is 34 fathoms, or 204 ft, 
This was accomplished by James 
Hooper, who descended to the ship 
Cape Horn, sunk off Pichidanque, Sw, 
America, and sustained a pressure. of 
881-2. lbs on évery square inch of his 
body, 

Another remarkable feat was that of 


Alexander Lambert, who recovered 
70,000 pounds in gold. coin from the 
steaynship Alphonso XII, off Pott 


Gando, Grand Canary, im nearly 50 
fathoms of water, the actual depth ef 
the treasure room being 26 2-3 fath- 
oms, or 160 feet. 

This man also performed the darinz 
feat of stopping the flooding of thes 
Severn tunnel when a door’ in the 
drainage tunnel had been left open. 
The door was situated a quarter of a 
mile distant from the shaft, but 
equipped in his diving dress he crept 
that distance through a narrow pas- 
sage full of water and closed the door. 

A further interesting case of deep 
diving is that of Angel Erostarbe, who 
succeeded jin recovering silver bar: 
valued at 9,000 pounds from the steam- 
er Skyro sunk off Cape Finisterre in 
over 30 fathoms,

- A VEGETABLE CATERPILLAR. | 

In New Zealand and Australia oe, 
have an animal vegetable oddity 
which cannot be equalled by any other 
animate or inanimate object upon the 
earth's surface. It is the queerest of 
the many antipodean wonders and 
paradoxes and for the want of a 
better name has been called the “bul- 
rush caterpillar’ or ‘“yegetable worm.” 
‘lhe native Tasmanian name tor the 
oddity --is aweto-hotete. The above- 
ground portion of this vegetable worm 
is a fungus of the order spharevia, 
which grows to a height of*six or eight 
inches. When pulled up by the root 
this fungus is found to consist of a 
large caterpillar; showing head, seg- 
ments and breathing holes—every de- 
tail of the grub being perfectly pr-- 
served. On examination the interior 
of the caterpillar is found to »® com- 
posed of a “punky” looking subsiance, 
really the root of the fungus, which 
has cremated every fiber of what was 
once a living, breathing creature’s an- 
atomy. In all the instances whi-cna 
Buckland records, the sphaeria nad 
made its attack in the fold of skin 
between the second and third seg- 
ments of the caterpillar and had re- 
placed all the animal substance of the 
creature’s body with a hard brown 
vegetable growth resembling the fun- 
gold growths on blackberry and other 
vines.

CONTRACTS AWARDED FOR 
STATE HIGHWAY. 


The state highway commission is to 
award several contracts this week 
Thursday for the improvement of Hs- 
sex county highways, two of whjch 
will almost complete the state road 
from Haverhill to Newburyport on the 
south side of the river. The third con- 
tract is for resurfacing « portion of 


the road from North Beverly to Wen- 


ham which has now. been constructed 
for some years and is commencing te 


show signs of wear. 


In West Newbury a new section 
mile in length 
is to be built commencing at the east- 
erly end of the present state highway 
in the west part of the town and run- 
ning towards Newburyport. In Grove- 
land work is to commence at the 
Groveland end of the Haverhill bridge 
and to extend north easterly to the 
present state highway. As this work 
already completed adjoins that done in 
the adjoining towns of West Newbury 
and as some has been built in the city 
ot Newburyport there will be only one 
small break in the village of West 
Newbury between the two cities. 

In the Groveland work it is expected 
that some 650 cubic yards of excava- 
tion will be necessary, also 275 cubic 
yards of borrow from outside the high- 
way location; 2,590 square yards of 
shaping surface for broken stone; $50 
tons of broken stone; 100 feet of 12 
inch and four feet of 10 inch vitrified 
clay pipe; 36 feet of 1 inch iron water 
pipe; 475 feet of drain; 19 stone 
bounds and five catch basins, The 
successful bidder will have until the 
first of next July in which to complete 
the work. 

On the West Newbury work the en- 
gcineers estimate that 950 cubic yards 
cof excavation; 2,100 cubic yards of bor- 
row; 380 cubic yards of ledge excava- 
tion; 11 cubic yards of Portland ce- 
ment concrete masonry; 6,558 square 
yards of shaping surface for broken 
stone; 2,000 tons of broken stone, 225 
feet of 12 inch, 60 feet of 15 inch, 35 feet 
of 18 inch and 160 feet of 24 inch clay 
pipe; 350 feet of fencing for guard 
rail; 1400 feet of drain; 22 = stone 
bounds and three catch basins. Both 
roads are to be graded to a width of 
21 feet in cuts and 26 feet on embank- 
ments, Like the Groveland contract 
this West Newbury work must be fin- 
ished by July ist of next year. 


In Beverly the resurfacing of the 
present state highway is to commence 
at the corner of Dodge and Cabot 
street and extend to the Beverly and 
Wenham line. The commissioners en- 
gineer estimates that some 1,750 tons of 
crushed stone will be necessary, spread 
at the rate of 30 tons to each 100 feet 
of highway. The present road is to be 
loosened by means of steel picks placed 
in the driving wheels of a steam. road 
roller. This loosened surface is then 
to be harrowed, raked, shaped and roll- 
ed so that it will have a crown of 
three-fourths of an inch to a foot, Afs- 
ter the new material is spread it is to 
be rolled down to the satisfaction of 
an engineer in the employ of the state 
board. This work is to be completed 
bv the first of next November.

ALEXANDER GIVEN FIVE YEARS 
IN STATE PRISON. 

At the opening of ‘superior court 
Wednesday morning the jury in ‘the 
case of Richard B. Alexander, indicted 
for felonious assault upon Miss Rosa- 
line A. Richardson, a Methuen woman 
over fifty years of age, reported a ver- 
dict of guilty of assault with intent to 
commit rape. 

The case was given to the jury yes- 
terday afternoon, The first witnesses 
in the cage were neighbors of Miss 
Richardson who said that on the night 
of the assault Alexander called at their 
door about 11 o'clock ana asked where 


Miss Richardson lived and that a few 
moments after he left they heard 
screams. 


The complainant testified that Alex- 
ander entered the room through #& 
window and assaulted her. She was 
unable to recognize the man on &ac- 
count of darkness. 

Officer Gordon testified that he ar- 
rested Alexander in Andover and that 
the prisoner made the remark to him 
after the hearing that ff It hadn't been 
for drink he would not have got into 
this trouble, but he added a few mo- 
ments later: “Buf T didn't do this.” 


Alexander was called to the stand, 
He testified: 

am a farmer and reside in Bal- 

lardvale, At one time I lived in Me 


thuen. Miss Richardson boarded at our 
home a while. I never went to Miss 
Richardson’s house any night at 11 
o'clock.” 

Cross examined by District Attorn- 
ev Peters witness said he hadn't drank 
for the last six months. He said he 
knew the complainant well and was 
about her age. He denied being in Me- 
thuen in July. He denied ever telling 
Officer Gordon if it had not been for 


drink he would not be in such a pre-= 


dicament. 

Alexander was sentenced to not less 
than five years nor more than seven 
years in state prison, with one day 
solitary confinement.
